London. Feb. 3.—A large delegation 
representing principal Austrian indus¬ 
tries has arrived in London with 
fancy goods to the value of £60,000. 
These will be sold In the United King¬ 
dom and the proceeds will be devoted 
to obtaining necessary raw materials, 
mainly metals and leather, to enable 
the reopening of Austrian industries. 
The barter system has been resorted 
to owing to the depreciated currency 
of Austria.

Ambitious Scheme Hinges Upon Acquirement of Foun¬ 
dation Yards—Captain E. V. Argon Discloses Plans 
of Interests He Represents 


Possibility of General Election Being Discussed by 
Political Observers — Session Will Begin in About 
Three Weeks 


Would Establish Huge 

Steel Plant in City 


Acqoiiition of the Foundation shipyards here by interests rep¬ 
resented on the ground by Captain E. V. Argon for the construc¬ 
tion of a huge fleet of -wooden steamships is practically assured, it 
was announced by Captain Arj^m in an interview with The Times: 
to-day. 

The initial programme of the interests represented by Captain! 
Argon embraces the construction of forty full-powered wooden: 
steamships, hut it was intimated that forty ships is not the limit to 
the plans of those at the back of the new venture which will sta¬ 
bilise the shipbuilding indnstry in Victoria for some years to come. 

“I have investigated the possibilities of shipbuilding in Vic¬ 
toria,” said Captain Argon, “and am at present mnHnntiny nego- 

tlations with a view to the purchase 
of the plant of tha Foundation Com¬ 
pany, which is preliminary to the 
launching of a shipbuilding contract 
tof some magnitude.’* 

Confident of Success. 

*T have every reason to believe 
that the negotiations will be success¬ 
ful, and 1 might add that I am sat¬ 
isfied that the ships will be built iu 
Victoria.” 

“Victoria appeals to me as being 
specially adapted to shipbuil din g, as 
it has many advantages to offer-that 
are not to be found elsewheoaion this 
continent. Captain Argon, emphas¬ 
ized that Victoria possessed unriv¬ 
alled climatic advantages, and he 
also referred to the splendid- labor 
organization that ia avail able. 

_ “X plight m Mr" Captglfl^Mgqn coa- 
tinued, “that I am charmed with Vic¬ 
toria, and also with the people that I 
have been brought, into peraonalioon- 
tact with during the course oof the 
negotiations. “In my effort* to re¬ 
vive shipbuilding here I hare re¬ 
ceived the greatest assistance from 
Hon. John Hart, your Minister of 
Finance, and others I have met dur¬ 
ing the course of the negotiations 
have afforded me all the assistance 
possible.” 

Hufl# Programme.. 

Until the negotiations for the 
transfer of the Foundation yards 
have materialized. Captain’ Argon ia 
not disposed to disclose the identity 
of the interests seeking to launch the 
ambitious shipbuilding programme.

Urge^ Canadian People to

Thrifty 


Winnipeg. Feb. 3. — (Canadian 
Press) — Addressing the Winnipeg 
Canadian Club at a luncheon In tho 
Royal Alexandra Hotel yesterday on 
tha subject ••The New Railway situa¬ 
tion" E. W. Beatty. K.C.. president 
o t Jhe Canadian Pacific Railway, 
g^t a 'plain Intimation of a coming 
increase in rates. He declared that 
Canadian railways were now operat¬ 
ing'under vastly Increased expenses 
owing to existing condition*, and 
that In order to meet thl* heavy 
operation cost, more money would 
have to be obtained for service. He 
Intimated also that by a well-or¬ 
ganized system of national endeavor, 
involving thrift and hard work on 
the part of'all, the conditions causing 
heavy expenditures foY operation 
would eventually disappear, and 
that rates would again come down. 

Closely Bound Up. 

President Beatty dealt with the 
railway situation In Canada aa a 
result of Government-owned rail¬ 
ways. He maintained that the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway, while private¬ 
ly. owned, was bound up with the 
nation and with the people in a very 
real way. and expressed confidence 
that It would mainjtaln its prestige. 
He expressed the hope that the Na¬ 
tional Railways would be conducted 
from a purely business standpoint 
and deprecated any tendency to 
bring Hi the influence of politics. He 
expressed unbounded optimism In 
regard to the future and stated his 
belief that the country would ef¬ 
fectually solve itk Industrial prob¬ 
lems.

Two Ways Open. 

The speaker was Interested to note 
In His Honor's speech a reference to 
proposed amendments to the British 
Columbia Prohibition Act. "In my 
opinion, however," emphasized Dr. 
Sutherland, "the question can only 
be disposed of in one of two ways. 
Either conditions must be converted 
into a bone-dry state or else the 
sale of liquor must be under definite 
government direction properly regu- 
. lated by a commission which would 
also control the police authorities of 
the Province." 

It was time, said the speaker, to 
eliminate hypocrisy and to deal with 
the thing in a sensible fashion. "The 
medical profession." he went on, “did 
not ask for the privileges which are 
extended to it under the provisions of 
the Act, but since they have been 
imposed upon it the doctors in some 
cases are making as much money as 
they can and I do not hesitate to 
say so."

Not a little of Dr. Sutherland's 
speech was devoted to the importance 
of agricultural expansion in British 
Columbia. He agreed that rural de¬ 
velopment was one of the most Im¬ 
portant phases in the economic pro¬ 
gress of this or any other country. 
Opportunities for the exploitation of 
the virgin soil in this Province were 
unbounded and it was to be regretted 
that large sections of the population 
were oblivious to the necessity of

stood at $1,838,000,000. The annual 
interest charges were under $13,000,-

Annual Estimates Depend on 
Government's Decision 
. Increased Revenue 

The City Council Is being forced 
to delay consideration of its annual 
estimates pending announcement by . 
the Provincial Government on its de- j 
vision regarding the opening up of i 
new sources of civic revenue. Mayor : 
Porter stated to-day. 

“We cannot decide these matters; 
until we know Just where we stand 
on the question of new revenue ■ 
sources, ’’the Mayor observed. “It [ 
will be Impossible to fix any tax rate } 
until we know how much money we | 
have got to raise. If we are granted : 
a large amount of revenue in addi-jj 
tion to that which we already levy 
the tax rate, of course, will be lower: |J 
hut if we do not get the additional ■ 
sources we have asked, "'then .It will j 
he higher. The whole matter in- . 
volved In the estimates. In fact. | 
rests on the Government's decision 
on revenue sources, a subject which 
was considered by the Municipal 
Taxation Commission.” 

The Council resolved last evening 
to ask the Hon. John Hart. Minister 
of Finance, what relief the city can 
expect from the enquiries of the 
Municipal Taxation Commission. 


Auditor Reports Esquimalt Far! 
■ Ahead of Other Muni¬ 
cipalities 


Esquimalt is getting in a higher 
percentage of tax collections than 
any other municipality, according to 
J. S. Floyd, auditor, who presented 
his seventh annual report on the 
municipality’s finances to Reeve 
Lockley and the councillors at their 
meeting last night. 

"Any municipality that can get in 
80 per cent of its taxeft has very 
little to kick about," he said. "I 
don’t know of another municipality 
that Is getting that. When the War 
Relief Act ends in March and you 
are able to clean up on all properties , 
it will make an enormous difference 
tdyour revenue.” 

Mr. Floyd reported a surplus oC 
revenue assets over liabilities of 
$59,836, and a 'surplus of trust fund 
assets over liabilities of |£,513, tha 
latter being the surplus amount of 
sinking funds on hand, such as $2,- 
569, Jess an amount of 156.17 still 
held In, and shown as a liability of 
revenue account. 

Believes in Tax Penalty. 

The profit and loss statement 
shows that the revenue for the year 
exceeded the expenditure by $10,966. 
But this amount includes accrued In¬ 
terest on and percentage additions to 
bo added to arrears of taxes amount¬ 
ing to $3,619. 

The “penalty" system, instead of 
the abatement on delinquent taxes 
has considerably enhanced the col¬ 
lection of taxes. Mr. Floyd reported. 
He presented these results: 

General taxes, 1919 collections. 
87.9 per cent: 1918. 82.3 per cent; in¬ 
crease, 5.6^ per cent. 

Sewer rate, 1919, 82.5 per cent: 
1918, 7o.6 per cent: increase, 6.9 per 
cent. 

Arrears of taxes, 1919, 56.7 per 

cent; 1918. 39.5 per cent; increase, 

17.2 per cent 

Delinquent taxes, 1919. 68.3 per 

cent: 1918. 66.8 per cent; increase. 

1.5 per cent. 

Total collections, 1919, 80.7 per 

cent; 1918. 72.1 per cent; increase, 

8.6 per cent. # 

Sewer Costs. 

"Not only has the bank loan been 
reduced from $16,872 to 15,500, but 
there Is a balance to the credit of 
revenue account of $1,875. Mr. Floyd 
reported. He recommended the 
municipality investing $7,500 of sink¬ 
ing funds on hand in Victory Bonds. 
This would bring the total invest¬ 
ment to $39,272. 

"The total cost, of the sewer 
system Is $397,532," Mr. Floyd went 
on. "This leaves a balance of $2,467 
yet to be expended. Of this amount 
$259 represents the value of sewer 
pipe on hand, the remainder, $2,207 
being on deposit In the Bank of 
Montreal. 

School Expenditure. 

"I have found the work of the 
office staff carefully and accurately 
carried out and the affairs of the 
corporation conscientiously protected 
and recorded." 

The Esquimalt High School cost 
$6,977 to maintain last year, the 
Lam peon Street School $21,022, 
Manual Training School $1,935 and 
Domestic Science School $1,137. 

The total School Board expendi¬ 
ture was $35,612, leaving a balance 
of revenue over expenditure of $2,- 
007. 

The council formally re-appointed 
Mr. Floyd as School Board auditor.

J. B, Bapcock Shows How 
$30,000,000 Salmon Turn¬ 
over on Fraser Is Possible 


Aldermen Dinsdale and Johns 
Cause Further Outburst Over. 
Meat Inspection. - 


T EN years ago a Canadian clergyman was forced by illness to 
retire from active work. The largest salary he had received 
in the forty years of his ministry was $1000 and a furnished 
house. The average did not exceed $800. 1 

On this sum he had maintained and educated his family. He and 
his wife were given to frequent hospitality. Tftey supported every 
good cause, and even contributed to the maintenance charges of the 
Church they served. 

A Minister’s Budget 

By good management and economy they were able to carry an 
endowment insurance policy, pay an assessment to their Church Su¬ 
perannuation Fund, and accumulate some small savings. When that 
clergyman was superannuated in 1909, he bought a house. His income 
during the first year of retirement was as follows:— 

The retiring allowance from the Church (being $10 for each ** 

- year of active work) - - - ' - - » - $400.00 

Interest from investment* - - - - - 100.00 

Wedding feet and sundries ..... 75.00 

Summer supply work ....... 100.00 

Against this total of $675 stood the charge for taxes, insurance and maintenance 
of the house ; say, $75, leaving a net annuel income of $900. 


“Vraaer River Salmon Situation, a 
Reclamation Project,” ie the title of 
an Interesting brochure written by 
John Pease Babcock, .assistant to the 
Provincial Commissioner of Fisher¬ 
ies, and Just fresh from the presses 
of the King’s Printer. 

The author deals very fully with 
the sockeye salmon fishing Industry, 
its direct relation to 'the Fraser 
River system and the tremendous 
depletion in the annual runs. He re¬ 
views, In statistical form, the salmon 
pack from this particular fishery 
during the intervening years from 
1891 to 1919. In the figures quoted 
are shown the great packs made 
every fourth year, the comparatively 
small packs made in the three In¬ 
tervening years, the gradual but pro¬ 
nounced decline In the runs in the 
small years, and the startling de¬ 
ficiency of pack In the last big year 
of 1917. 

Reiterates Warning. 

Mr. Babcock reiterates the warn¬ 
ings given on more than one oc¬ 
casion by the Provincial Department 
of Fisheries as to the need of drastic 
conservation methods in order that 
the Fraser River run may be pre¬ 
vented from becoming exterminated 
altogether, and concludes with the 
suggestion that the restoration of 
the sockeye salmon fisheries of the 
Fraser River system is the greatest 
reclamation project in which Canada 
and the United States can Jointly 
engage, and that, too, with the least 
expense and most certain results. 

The author also has dealt with the 
methods employed by the United 


Just aa peace seemed to be assured

When ^Alderman Johns' amend¬ 
ment to the Health Bylaw came up 
for discussion, Alderman Dinsdale 
was on his feet In an instant armed 
with considerable data and a news¬ 
paper o/ seventeen years ugo. The 
Alderman assured the Council and 
the people of Victoria that the meat 
in the Public Market, which is under 
his direction, was perfectly whole¬ 
some. Diseased meat was not sold in 
the market. In spite of all that Aider- 
man Johns might* say, he declared. 

The paper the alderman presented 
'contained an advertisement advertis¬ 
ing the firm of Johns Brothers, 
butchers, with which Alderman 


It might have been put Into sausages. 
It was not fit for human consumption 
anyway.” 

Alderman Sangster was of the 
opinion that the only satisfactory 
way of guarding against the spread 
of disease through the consumption 
of diseased meat was to have the 
beast inspected immediately after It 
had been slaughtered. As far as 
veal and lamb was concerned, there 
was no necessity of this tnspectfon. 

Alderman Johns was satisfied to 
eliminate the Inspection of lamb and 
veal, but not of pigs. 

“The plan proposed by Alderman 
Johns Is unworkable,” said the 
Mayor. % 

Alderman Johns went on to doubt 
If Alderman Dinsdale knew anylhlng 
about beef. He, himself, would not 
presume himself to advise Alderman 
Dinsdale about contracting or build¬ 
ing. which was hit business. 

Alderman Dinsdale rose to protest 
against this. 

To Talk to Himself? 

The Mayor again intervened, how¬ 
ever. and forced the Alderman to re¬ 
sume his seat,^ "The alderman can 
have the whole Council Chamber 
I after the meeting."

Authority Is Given by Federal Minister of Justice to 
Proceed at Skinner’s Cove 


First steps in the expropriation of 
the Esquimalt Drydock site at Skin- 
tier’s Cove were taken to-day by 
Capt. H. W. R. Moore acting on In¬ 
struction from the Federal Minister 
of Justice. As a result, the land 
necessary for the establishment of 
the dock will come into the posses¬ 
sion of the Federal Government im¬ 
mediately, and work can be com¬ 
menced as soon as the Government 
•pes fit 

Instructions regarding the expro¬ 
priation of the land arrived in the 
city to-day together with plans 
show the property which will be 
taken over, and which already has 


been surveyed. The land involved 
includes about seventeen acres ly¬ 
ing along* the shore line from Con¬ 
stance Cove to Skinner’s Cove and 
between the Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
Railway, line and the sea. 

As soon as the plans and docu¬ 
ments forwarded by the Government 
are deposited «t the Land Registry 
Office, the Government becomes the 
owner of the property. If the prev¬ 
ious owners do not consider the 
price which the Government offers 
for the land equitable, proceedings 
to determine a Just price, would be 
started in the Exchequer Court un¬ 
der the Expropriation Act. 


New Concern Capitalized at 
$1,000,000 to Operate 
Vancouver Yard 


Vancouver, Feb. 3.—With a capitali¬ 
zation of $1,000,000 a new company 
has taken over the B. C. Marine Ways 
and extensive alterations and im¬ 
provements w’ill -be made to the plant. 1 
What these extensions are the new 
company is not at present in a posi¬ 
tion to state. Jt Is known, however, 
that many thousands’ dollars’ worth 
of new tools and equipment have been 
purchased by the new organization, 
and will be on the ground within a 
few days. 

Mr. Innes Hopkins, president of the 
company, has returned from a trip In 
the Interests of the new concern, and 
states that the business which the 
company Is doing has force an ex¬ 
tension. He was not at liberty to state 
what the future plans of the com¬ 
pany are at present. 

Pome few weeks ago the announce¬ 
ment was made that the. B. C. Marine 
Ways, planned at some future date to 
take up ship-building on a large 
scale. It was even mentioned that 
the plant might be expanded to en¬ 
able the company to build steel ships 
of 2.500 tons. This could not be con¬ 
firmed from officials of the company. 

Recently the B. C. Marine Ways 
undertook one of the biggest contracts 
: along the lines of ship repairing since 
the company was organized. This

* hemo. which strained herself in 
rough seas on her way from the 
United Kingdom on her maiden voy¬ 
age. Unable to find a drydock here 
the B. C. Marine Ways docked the 
boat at Esquimalt and did the work.

He stated, however, that the 
City of Kamloops as well as the Gov¬ 
ernment would require to be satis¬ 
fied as to the economic feasibility of 
the Adams Lake project before tack¬ 
ling the question. 

Alderman Galloway and Mr. Fra¬ 
ser, superintendent of Public Utili¬ 
ties, the latter of whom dealt with 
the matter from the engineering 
standpoint, emphasised the fact that, 
given an adequate supply of water, 
the idle acres in the North Thomp¬ 
son valley and adjacent localities 
could be made to produce practically 
everything in maximum quantities. 

Mr. Psttullo’s Reply 

As this matter comes within the 
Immediate purview of the Water 
Branch. Hon. Mr. PattnDo explained 
to the delegation that if it could be 
shown to the Government that the 
project could be launched on a proper 
business basis, even though it did not 
justify its existence immediately; it 
would be the duty of the Govern¬ 
ment to undertake it.

Indigent Institutions. 

At -the Jubilee Hospital 108 in¬ 
digent patients received free treat¬ 
ment, the city contributing at the 
rate of 92.68 per patient per day for 
a period of 5,596 hospital days. 

In the Old Men’s Home there are 
36 inmates, four being admitted dur¬ 
ing the year and nine dying. In the 
Aged Women’s Horhe there are 60 
inmates, 16 of whom are assisted by 
the city. Nine deaths took place. 

Fifty-four children were cared for 
in the Children’s Aid Home. There 
were 15 accidents to city employees 
and 24 insane persons of which 15 
were males, were removed to ’ New 
Westminster. 

The financial statement shows a 
cost of 943,088, a reduction of 95,000 
from 1918 and receipts amounting to 
14,965 as compared witff 94,183 In 
1918.

Already 
permission has been granted to the 
Women’s Auxiliary to the Jubilee 
Hospital to hold a “tag,” but such 
permission will be granted to no 
other organisation. 

Action on the matter arose out of a 
resolution moved by Alderman A. E. 
Todd who proposed a plan whereby 
tags might be authorised six weeks 
apart, and within ninety days in ad¬ 
vance of the meetings at which the 
necessary permission was given by 
the Council. This idea was strongly 
opposed by the “anti-tag” section of 
the Council. lead by Alderman 
Gangster, who claimed that the 
Council would be quite as justified in 
allowing the sale of whiskey at the 
street corners as in allowing the con¬ 
tinuance of “tags.”

The Andros-Sargent feud which 
has been disturbing the City Council 


so much of late came to a sudden and 
quiet end last night when Alderman 
E. B. Andros voluntarily Withdrew 
the “personally objectionable— re¬ 
marks" which he made regarding the 
bond transactions of the Finance 
Committee, of which Alderman Sar¬ 
gent is chairman. 

Alderman Andros’ sudden retrac¬ 
tion of his charge that the activities 
of the Finance Committee should 
bring a blush of shame to Its chair¬ 
man's face, followed the threat of 
fo\ir members of the Committee to 
act In that capacity no longer un¬ 
less their action was vindicated. A 
lengthy statement, signed by these 
four members, pointed out that 
"either the Finance Committee has 
betrayed the trust reposed in it by 
His Worship or Alderman Andros 
has by false accusations done 
grievous wrong to the other mem¬ 
bers of your committee and we claim 
the latter is the true condition.” 
"There was no attempt on the part 
of anyone to force or railroad the 
question through the committee," the 
statement declares, “and no member 
of the committee was in any way 
hindered from discussing all phases 
of the subject; neither was there apy 
dissenting voice in th4 meeting 
when the vote (on certain bond 
transactions) was taken to recom¬ 
mend the transaction t<fc the City 
Council.” 

Alderman Andros replied by with¬ 
drawing his charges and expressing 
his regret that he had made them. 
He realized, he said, that "personal 
differences between two aldermen 
are of no public interest but only 
retard the business and destroy the 
harmony which should prevail in the 
Council.” He concluded his re¬ 
marks by criticizing the press for In 
"exaggerating the shortcomings’* of 
the aldermen and "taking pains to 
minimize their virtues,” and by ob¬ 
serving that the "lot of an aldermen 
like that of a policeman. Is not al¬ 
ways a happy one.” 

The Formal Statement. 

The Finance Committee’s report 
signed by Aldermen Sargent, Bang* 
ster, Patrick and Johns, was as fol¬ 
lows; 

“The undersigned members of your 
Finance Committee take this first 
opportunity of addressing a meeting 
of the City Council on the question 
of the charges made by Alderman 
K. B. Andros at the Council meeting 
a week ago to-night, and at the com¬ 
mittee meeting on Wednesday even¬ 
ing last Tou are well aware of the 
nature and wording of those charges 
and whether true or false they are al¬ 
together too serious a character to 
escape further attention. Either 
your Finance Committee has betrayed 
the trust reposed in it by His Wor¬ 
ship. or Alderman Andros has by 
false accusations done grievous 
wrong to the other members of your 
committee, and we cl Aim the latter 
is the true condition.

Presumably the 
alderman referred to the huge dona¬ 
tion made recently to the cause of 
learning by John D. Rockefeller, 
guiding ‘fenlu# of the Standard Oil 
Company. 

At the Alderman's suggestion the 
Council decided to Instruct the City 
Solicitor and Prosecutor to report on 
the best means of preventing the sale 
of Inferior gasoline here and of 
punishing those who persist in the 
practice.
